Secondly, They aretruly good, bur they arenort per- 
fetly,, abloluely , or meritoriouſly good , whereby a 
man may fulfill the law or deſeruc heaucn, as our aduer- 
farics would blazon it, for, for meritorious workes in 
the ſtiffe ſenſe of coudignitie, it was neuerembraced of 
old, nor yet can be, except it bee in one ſenſe , that wee 
call Lacy? bu meritorious , as =_ or harlots are called 
meritorious, which deſcrue rather ſhame or death, than 
areward, Thirdly , yet doth not this accidentall min- 
gling of our workes with finne , nor want of this abſo- 
hate perfe&tion take arway the kind or cfſence of our good 
workes. For the firſt : Though that Concupiſcence, 
which bliſters our good workes, bee by the law morall 
and in it owne nature, yet vnder Chrift, a mortall ſinne 
(for Chriſt deſtroyed no part of the morall law, quoed 
obligationem obediemtia & reatua , in regard of the obl1- 
gation of obedience and guilt) yet quoad ebligationens 
pave in regard of the obligation of puniſhment; That 
which is mortall in it owne nature, is now not mortall, 
by effe&t throughChriſts death. 7bere i now no condemma- 
tion to them who are in (brift lTeſv, who walks not after the 
flelb, but after the Spirit : eAnd Chriſt bath redeemed v1 
from the Curſe of the law, bring made « curſe for vs; a part 
of which curſe was , that the law bound vs to beare the 
puniſhment of euery inconformitic to her , in thought 
wordand deed ; Carſed is enery one that continueth not in 
all things which are written in the books of the law , to doe 
them; but now ſinnes of ignorance, infirmitie, and in-

O God, the 
Heathen are come mts thine inbenitance , thy boly Temple 
hae they defiled, they bane laid Hiernſalem on heaper, nay, 
the Heathen would neuer doe that to the Temples of the 
falſe Geds, that wee Chriftiavs doe to the houſes of the 
true God, for they hated and fled from all facrilegious 
perſons. Were the Church leprous, wee could doe no 
more, then plucke out the ſtones , as they did in the old 


Law ; in a Leprous houſe, nay, they would not, eucu in|

ſerue a larger table of commendation, then ordiaarie 
charitieto the poore, They that annoint the skirts of Aa- 
rons Garments, and they that annoint Aarons head, doe 
both repoſetheir charitie1n Gods hand; only thoſe re- 
poſe it m Gods lefthand, theſe in his right ; pardon my 
zcalc I pray you, if Iſeeme to ſcortch one fide more 
then an other , that Aarons rod may , if not flouriſh a- 
bouc the reſt of the rods of 1ſracll, yet flouriſh together 
with the reſt. I ſpeake not totake away the leaſt threed 
from the poore; but as it happens ſometime , that eucn 
the fairclt coats of Armes may haue ſome barre or defe&t 
ſo may charitic to the poorc (if it bee with a contempt 
of the maintenance of Gods ſeruice) looſe , if not the 
Principall, yer ſome part of the Interett of her commen- 

dation. 
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dation. Neither doc I here ſeruc our owne cauſe , to 
call ypon the mainterance of our perſons , without the 
ſeruice of God;butit is Gods cauſe that giues fire to this 
diſcourſe, For I could wiſh thatthe arke of Gods wor- 
ſhip might ncuer ſha'e, but God forbid that it ſhould 
bee oucrthrowne, In Gods cauſe , I dare throw a ſtone 
of reproofe againlt the face of ſuch as care not for the 
demoliſh ng of Gods publick worſhip , ſo euery Aficab 
may hauea wandring Lenuein his owne houſe. 

And to this purpoſe it is, that they ſeeke out ſaines in 
our coates,and in the publike Officers of the Church(as 
it 15 aneaſie thing ro fnde a {pot in blacke) and bcing 
found, they waſh them ſo oft in Nire and Fullers Sope, 
that in the end theſe garments are almoſt worne to rags. 
WellI ſay, /f be that negh:tts to brare the Church, muſt bee 
unto vs 45 a Heathen man,or a Publican, hee that robs the 
Church is worſe then a Heathen or a Publican; ro curtall 
the garments of the ſeruant of the moſt high God , de- 
lerues no better a reward;the that which Bawbes the King 
of the Gethes gaue to Panlus Greews the Church-robber 
to crowne him with a Crowne of Pitch. Let ſuch men 
conuent themſelucs before their owne vnderſtanding ; 
and they ſhall plainly ſee a dire& tract of juſt feare mn 
theſe ſacrilcgious aflions , namely , that he that alrers 
Gods Decree concerning hisſeruice ,many times rowles 
himſclfe imtorhe ſame iudgement, which Hee incurred, 
that altered Cyrw his word , concerning his bountie to 
Hiernſalem, which was; that a piece of timber out of his 
owne houſe ſhould bee his ruine. But now to ſeale vp 
this point. In Spe/ze of old , they that brought in the 
Euening Lights, cried Vincamas, Let vs Oucrcome; as if 


now haue we Nebemiab for a Light, I as your Seruant 
| preſent this Light vmo you,and exhort you withall the 
bloudT hauc Viveeamw, Ler vs ouercome, Let vs ouer-

the very light ſhould inflamic them vnto ViRtory : fo |

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come, Ifay, our Hardneſle with Liberalitic to Gods 
ſeruice, that God may rewember vi concerning this, and 
newer wipe ons the geod deeder wee bane dene 16 the bewſe of 
owr God, aud the offices thereof. 

Thus hawng lodged the colours and run out the mat- 
ter of Nebemiabs Praycr, the manuer of it, now attends 
your confideration, wound vp in this familiar tearme, 
My Ged. But the houre is declined; and ſeeing I hauc

twaine; And the rather not in this point, becauſe the 
matter of the Prayer, was the principall Land-marke or

Your cates haue receiued this day the ſtecly confi- 
dence of Nebemiah, how like a truc Eagle, he durſt looke 
vpon the Smnne of righteenſneſſe , and aske a reward, I 
haue led you likewiſe to the golden anchor of ins.confi- 
dence, His good deeds : which with her two teeth, layeth 
falt hold ypon his Charity te the bonſe of God, and to the 

fices thereof. No ſweeter friend, no better compani- 

on, then a good conſcience ; nor no better deedes in the 
World to warme the conſcience with. a comfortable 
hope, then theſe two. ' 

Micah the Idolater treaſured vp to himſelfe aſweere 
content, by butan appearance of, one of theſe ations ; 
Now know 1 that the Lord well doe mee good , ſeemg 1 bans 4 
Lexite to my Prieit, what then remaynes , but that wee 
transforme our {clues into this example? Let not our 
Adverſaries grind the face of our. Religion , to fay 


Religion and Charitic were at one- time thruſt py 
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of this Kingdome : Though wee haue ſent them their 
Religion , yet wee have kept (and my hope yet lives) 
| ſhall keepe their Charitie. For what is iwealth, without 
the true vſe of it? no more then thoſe ornaments about

who ſung a po em to his owne ſoule , but neuer askt 
himſelfe, in what poſture other mens ſtatcs ſtood. Euen 
| 8 a brooke, with afall of rainc waters , ſwels, and as if 
it were proud of his late increaſe , makes anoyſe, nay, 
runnes here and there, ro ſhew it ſelfe till by running ut 
hath runne out all that cuer it had : Euen ſo ſome rich 
| men, vpon foe fall of wealth begin to ſwell, as if they 
were little Seas ; then make a nope of oftentation , and 
becauſe they haue hut one tongue of their owne , they 
getthe Eccho'sf Flatterers ; they ouer-flow the lower 
grounds, that is the poore , and ſpread their names in 
text Letters of bloud ; in the end, after ſome ſhort noiſe, 
as the brooke leauesnothing , but mire; ſo leauc they 
nothing at their death to themſclues , but confuſion be- 
fore God and men. And now to bury all the aſhes of 
this Sacrifice at the foor of the Altar,and to end my text, 
This is the common Sewer into which all humane yani- 
tie runnes : as /nhen ſaid when hee was taken into bee 
Enperony with Conftantins, and ſore vnexpeRed mil- 


f chiefe dropt vpon him. That hc got nothing by his ad- 


uancement, but only to dye with more trouble ; ſo this

Hoſit4,2: both in life and in death as the Prophet ſpeaketh, darcth 
to take words with bim, and ſay, Remember wee, O my 
God, concerning this; ard wipe not out my good deeds, which 
[ bane done for the bonſe of my God, and for the offices 
thereof. 

And foI fall downe from the Text to the occaſion. 

In all that whole row of ſolemnities, which mcn ob- 
ſcruc on carth,there is none more powerfull to let down

The death of man in generall, is able to makeour

But to turne ih againe one ſhort turne to theſe Mer- | 

cies, 
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cies, what colt of words is able ſufficiently to expreſle 
them? I confeſle, I want one part of an Oratour which 
1s words, yet I want not altogether the other , which 1s 
goodneſſe;therefore, I mult needs with Doreas her Wid- 
dowes, at the lealt ſhew the Coats & Garments of mercy 
which he gaue. Nay, I will blow this coale a lictle more, 
and adde, If God made houſes ypon earth for the Mid- 
wiucs of Egypt, for their mercie, ſurcly God hath made 
kim abouſe in Heauen for his mercy; and we hauec cauſe 
to build hum forue Monument of his memory. , Bleſſed 
be that mercy which betakes it ſelfe into the Bowels of 
the Peors, to lodge there ! Happy thoſc hands, which 
drop ſuch Myrrhe ! Let the Poore be your Altars, wher- 
on theſe Sacrifices arc to be offered; And as Re$abs houle 
was ſaucd by the Scartet Threed , fo ſhall your workes 
be the micanes of the ſauing of you, they ſhall bee. as the 
Angels were to Lezarms, to receiue you mto eucrlaſting 
habitations. Let your Charitie ſhinc vpon the ſicke; Ger 
you within the ſhadow of this example , as ſometimes 


they did withinthe ſhadow of Peter, and there cure that 


ouer-ſalt defire, You haue in getting ; that as Fame gaue 
out of Conffentine, that he opened mens mouthes, but 
Conflanting filled them ; ſo may this honour cuer dwell 
with you, you worthy Citizens, that your Fathers ope- 
ned the raquth of the poore, but you filled them, 

Let the Prifoners 1ikewiſe fecle the ſoft hands of your 
mercie, Liberticis a thing which the very beaſts deſire : 
A Priſoner hath ferv fricnds, ſcarce his owne Parcnts are 
his friends. Therefore, as curious Grauers looke ſome- 
times vpongreene Flyes,to recollect cheir ſcattered fight 
againe : So let the fighes of the poore Priſoners come 
before you and place your eycs vpon them,that you ma 
worke out that curious worke of your faluation with 
more comfort. 

And let the Miniſters coates haue a little more wooll 
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ypon them; too often bruſhing makes them thred-bare, 
This deceaſcd Gentleman, he giues you ayme; ſcarce any 
man within thelift of our memory , who ſhewed more 
truc life of affeion to the Miniſters then hee. will de- 
monſtrate vnto you the whole P1&ure of his mercic in 
this-kind by one line, 

A ccrtaine Minifter in this City,making ſure to the wor- 
thy Societic of the Mercer: y he renewing of a Leaſe 
of houſe, in which the ſaid Miniſter dwelt ; The Com- 
pany allowed him this anſwere, that hee ſhould haue his 
defire, with condition of paying fiftie pounds for a fine. 
The grauc Mmiſter profeſling his inabilitie to this ſlime, 
the heart of this deceaſed Gentleman did fo runne ouer 
with compaſhon that preſently hee ſuggeſted into the 
carc of afaithfull friend of that Miniftcrs, that he out of 
his owne purſe would pay that finc for him : which be- 
ing not ſuddenly accompliſht, through ſome other oc- 
caſjons interleaping, at his death he firmed it , and gaue 
him fiftie pounds for that purpoſe. 


A BurI haſtc to that Princely worke of his Charitic, in 


recall\ng Impropriations ro the Church, where becauſe 
words are many rumes like {mels, which doe not nouriſh, 
but onely refreſh;and that we ſpeake often to the winde, 
not to the hearts of men, I defire you in our Saytiours 
owne accent, Who hath care: to heare let him heave. 

Shatl we prouide for mens bodics and not for tl:cir 
ſoules? Shall wce looke to the roofe and not to the Prin- 
c:pall? Will wenot commit the cure of afingor to an vn- 
$kilfull Surgeon, and ſhal we commit mens foules ro vn- 
lcarned Mimtcrs?hathChriftredeemed the ſoules of men 
with his heart bloud (one drop of which carries more 
worth then a thouſand worlds) and haue wee ſuch broad 
an4 wide conſcicrices as to ſuffer aman that hath bur 
fourc pounds a yeere, to ſell athouſand ſoulcs to the De- 
uill, for ſcarce ſo many pence? I will not open the wfong

darerruſtthe records of mine owne reading in on>thing 
there is no diuine right to pur holy fleſh into euery gar- 
ment, nor togiue Tithes to Lay men; Therefore 1 could 
wiſh tolay this burden vpon my friends,nay my enemies 
not to ſnatch theſe coales from off Gods altar, bur toler 
the Seraphrms only doe this, 

And if ſuch aman haue this conſccrated gold in his rent 
that hee cannot , being ouer-maſtred by Neceſhtie well 
leaue it ; I would bee his Authour to perfwade him to 
waue the tenth ſheaue of his tenth, and to pinch himſelfe 
rather then God, inprouiding a ſuſhcient Miniſter; yea 
I would toGo4 I could perſwade ſome rich men,though 
they haue not wet their feet in this ſacred oyle, yet not 
torake yp their ſtanding there onely , ro doe no harme 
bur to helpe by their mercic , that the Church may run 
ypon herowne wheeles againe. As God breathed coun- 
ſell on David when he ſhould heare the ſound of a going Sen fey, 
| in the tops of the Mulberrie trees , their to beſtir him- | 

ſelfe againſt rhe Phuleſmer, ſo I ypon you, that you by 
the ſound of the feet of this Gentleman and others (the 
{| remembrance of shcir charitic in this kind) would rank 
your thoughts in that file, to root out this Ark-robbing 
Phuiſtine , Sacriledge. If robbery of a common houſe, 
and piracie of a ſhip of ordinary fraugltc,make our blood | 
boile within vs; what may the robberic of Gods houſe, 
and the piracic of the Ship , where Chriſt is , doe? Bur | 
now to ſteere my diſcourſe to you of this' worthy and 
famous Companic of the Mercers,whoſe care this Gen- 
tleman hath borrowed, as the Prophets widdow did her 
( veſſels to recciuc this oyle for others; let me returuc _ | 
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his owne words in his owne will, which hee bequeathe d 
you, together with his Charitic. «And / beartily entreat 
the ſaid Wardens, and Commonaltic for Gods ſake that they 
will be carefnll from time to time , to make choice of ſuch as 
be well knowne to be honeſt, arſcreet, and learned men,fearing 
God, and peinfull is their CMmiſterie, that by their life and 
dettrine they may winne wany ſoules ts (brick Teſs, Oh 
what words arc here ? not words but goads.

then looke ypon the Picture of this Gentleman, I meane 
his Will, Let neither Might nor Partialitic blow away 
that care he entruſted you withall. And though many 
lines be requiſite to make afaire Image, and many gifts 
to makea Preacher;yct principally I would ſet forward 
one requeſt ynto you , that you would adorne your E-

which the Papiſis themſclues will not defcnd , for the 
key of our abſolution may ſometimes bend or turne 
round , andnot open the gate of heauen, Secondly , if 
that proper andneuer-crring power of forgiuing ſinnes 
bee not inthe Miniſter , then reaſon binds vs wing 
that it is ſome other a, improper, and indire& , which 
is oncly attributed to man, in forgiuing ſinnes, as , firſt 
by diſpoſing a manin the yſe of KS word , publicke or | 
pruuate , to repentance, and ſo to make him capable of 
remiſſion of finnes, Secondly , ypon probable 1gnes of 
rcpcntance,to pronounce ſuch a man penitent, abfolued. 


Thirdly, by actuall abſolution of him ; as in aPatent | |

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is ſcaled. Thiedly , it is dcliuered _———_— : fo doth 
Chriſt attribute to the Miniſters for the honour of their 
Miniſtrie, a neerer a& of remiſſion of finnes ; and ſaith, 
IWbeſeſoemer ſinnes yee remit , they are remitted wnto them. 
for hee that onely diſpoſeth a man to forgiucneſſe , or 


- pronounceth him forgiuen, is remotely faid to forgiue, 


Yet this atuall abſolution 15 not apr aQtof orgi- 
uing neither, namely ſuch a oneas hath a dire&t neceſ- 
farie and phyſicall influence into the effeR of abſolution; 
but onely it is cauſa morals or conceltang, a cauſe morall, 
whereupon God is ſtirred vp , ſeeing the preparation of 
the Penitent, and the abſolution of the Miniſter , that is 
his owne ordinance , to concurre with that a& of the 
Minifter and to forgiue finnes. And this doth neither 
too much Idolize this power of forgiuing finnes with 
the Papiſts , nor yet too much tread it ynderfoot wirh 
others , whom the falſe fire of their owne Imagination 
leades to thinke, that the Abſolution appointed by the 
Church and confirmed with other things by Act of Par- 
lament , isa ſuperfluous and Popiſh cbſeruation; and 
that God hath lent no power at all to it. But 1 will 
draw in my breath. One thing I am ſure of , that after 
the receipt of this Sacrament , and the forme of abſolu. 
tion, God blew ypon that Garden of Spices , his heart, 
and raiſed him a great deale of comfort; as others can 
beare a part with mee in this teftimonie. Shall I bring 
forth all his religious ſayings which paſſed from him, 
during all the time of his fickneſſe? Amongſt many o- 
thers, Hcedid bleſſe God, that hee was todie in ſuch a 
Religion , where the Miniſters gaped not after dying 
mens goods, as the Popiſh Pricfts doe , but after their 
ſoules. For indced they doe nor ſo much giue the ſicke 
oyle , as take from them ; and w»gends c—_— , by 
aunointing them they vnskrew the more cably their 
charitie, There were foure Miniſters of ys with him in 
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his fickneſle,and I darc ſay with aclearc forehead, though 
wec had a yeelding ſubic& ro worke vpon; yet not one 
of ys partcdour lips , tocxhalc the leaſt oh from him \ 
for or owne particulars. As his ſtomacke cuer kicked 
again{t Poperie,, ſo was hce a true wouen Proteſtant, 
and a naturall ſonne of the Church of England;infomuch 
| that though he wante(! not the Chariors of Iirael, (the 
prayers zealous, and frequent of many for him) yet hee 
delired the bleſſing of the Church;I mcane the common 
praycrsto be rcad to him before he ſhould rradere laws- 
pada , rchgne his laſt breath : to teſtifie the | q0wn"6 
light hee fucke from them in his life ; and that comfort 
which he aflurcdly hoped to borrow from them at his 
death.
